Culm-sheaths, internodes and nodes 
glabrous. Leaf-sheaths pilose with long hairs. Leaves lanceolate, charta- 
ceous, pubescent with soft hairs beneath.

Culms 2-3 m in height, 6-11 mm in diameter. Culm-sheaths densely 
puberulous with retrorse minute hairs all over mixed with long ones only 
at the base. Internodes and nodes densely puberulous. Leaf-sheaths glabrous. 
Leaves oblong-lanceolate, coriaceo-chartaceous, entirely glabrous on both 
surfaces.

Then I propose to reduce it to the forma 
of the latter. A. Horiyoshitakana Koidz. and A. iyasakaensis Koidz. are 
quite identical with each other, and in these two the base of culm-sheaths 
near the nodes is pilose with long hairs. ,

Culm-sheaths pilose with long hairs. Nodes glabrous. Internodes glabrous 
or thinly puberulous. Leaf-sheaths pilose or glabrous. Leaves entirely glabrous 
on both surfaces.

Culms 1-1. 5 m in height, 4-6 mm in diameter. Branches three to a node. 
Culm-sheaths pilose with long hairs. Nodes and internodes glabrous. Leaf- 
shaths densely pubescent with antrorse short hairs. Leaves lanceolate, 
rounded or obtuse at base, attenuatedly acuminate at apex, chartaceous, 
entirely glabrous on both surfaces.

This plant is a good species, having three branches to a node, pilose 
culm-sheaths, pubescent leaf-sheaths and glabrous leaves. It occurs here 
and there at Hakone and its vicinity, but is not yet found from the other 
districts. 

10. Sasaella caudiceps (Koidzumi) Koidzumi in Acta Phytotax. Geobot.

Culms attaining to 1-2 m in height. Culm-sheaths velutinous with 
spreading long hairs mixed with retrorse minute ones. Nodes and inter¬ 
nodes puberulous with retrorse minute hairs. Leaf-sheaths densely puberulous 
with antrorse minute hairs sometimes sparsely mixed with long ones. Leaves 
lanceolate to oblong-lanceolate, entirely glabrous or pubescent only near 
the base on both surfaces. 

Specim. repres. Japan. Honshu. Ettyu : Ao-mura, Himi-gun (G. Ohta, 
Sept. 19, 1936—type in KYO). Ohmi : Nakanogo, Yogo-mura (T. Hashimoto, 
Jun. 24, 1938—type of A. Tiutaroana Koidz. in KYO). 

This plant is characterized in having velutinous culm-sheaths, puberulus 
leaf-sheaths and glabrous leaves. A. Tiutaroana Koidz. is almost conspecific 
with S. caudiceps (Koidz.) Koidz.
